Topeka, Kan., March 2. — Attorney 


General Coleman of Kansas liled suit 
in the supreme court asking that a re- 
ceiver be appointed for the Prairie 
Oil and Gas cpmpany, the Kansas 
branch of the Standard Oil company, 
on account of alleged violation of the 
state laws. 


The writ was made returnable on 


March 10 and the answer to the ap- 
plication will be made on March 30. 
The papers will be served in Wyan- 
dotte county, because of the supposi- 
tion that the interests of the company 
are centered there. All the railroad 
companies in the state, with the ex- 
§eption of the Santa Fe, are made par- 
ties to the suit. In addition, action 
is brought against the transcontinen- 
tal freight bureau, the western trunk 
line committee and the southwestern 
traffic committee. 
All of these con- 


cerns are alleged to have 
entered 


into an agreement with the Standard 
Oil company to make rates which are 
discriminative on oil byproducts. 


The petition says no report has 


been made to the state as to the solv- 
ency of the Standard, and that no 
charter fee has been paid the state. 
Tn this contention the attorney general 
thinks he has a strong case against 
the Standard, as the Kansas law gov- 
erning corporations is explicit in tfce 
matter of requiring financial state- 
ments and charter fees. In addition, 
the attorney general alleges that the 
capital stock of the Standard being 
$120,000, more than 524,000 should 
have been paid to the Kansas school 
fund. 
This has not been paid. The 


.1 income nf. ,,,the .Standard in 


Kansas is given at $1,000,000. 


Suit Filed Against Santa Fe. 


Sedan, 
Mo., March 
2.—Suit was 


filed in district court of Chatitauqua 
county, Kan., against the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railway, charg- 
ing .violations of the anti-trust laws. 
Although the suit was not filed by the 
Kansas Oil Producers' association, it 
is backed by that organization. Presi- 
dent West 'and Secretary Parker of 
the association assisted C. F. Mon- 
nett, formerly attorney general of 
Ohio, in filing the papers, as did also 
C. A. Walsh of Iowa. The railroad is 
charged with violating the anti-trust 
law of Kansas by combining with 
other corporations to regulate free 
rates In restraint of trade and other- 
wise disregarding the intent of the 
law.

Lathrop Stanford of San Francisco, 
widow of United States Senator Le- 
land Stanford, died here 40 minutes 
ater she was taken ill, at the Moana 
hotel, under suspicious circumstances, 
pointing, in the opinion of the physi- 
cian who attended her in her dying 
hour, and seemingly in that of others, 
to poisoning by the administration of 
strychnine in. a vial of bicarbonate of 
soda. Mrs. Stanford herself, when 
found by a guest of the hotel, who had 
heard her groaning in her agonvand 
suffering from 
conviil&ianSr~(Te3afeTr 


"I have been poisoned," and her last 
words were, "This is a horrible death 
to die." The phy&icians say that be- 
tween convulsions Mrs. Stanford re- 
peated the assertion that she had 
been poisoned, and said, it was the 
second time the attempt had been 
made, the first time being in January 
at her San Francisco home, and that 
it was this attempt that caused her to 
come to Honolulu. 


An autopsy on the remains showed 


the cause of death was tetanus of the 
respiratory oriians, but how this was 
brought about will not be known until 
after an examination of the contents 
of the stomach. A coi oner's jury has 
been summoned.

Hspesl Lobsters. 


The word "lobster" as a slang term 


of ridicule ami opprobrium is generally 
regarded as of recent origin. On the 
contrary, it would seem to go back a1 
least to the seventeenth century. In 
John Baldwin Buckstone's play, "The 
Green Bushes," produced in Londoi: 
about seventy years ago, the scenes 
are laid at the time of vhc Irish rebel- 
lion of 1TOS. One of the characters 
mentions the English soldiers derisive- 
ly as "lobsters," referring no doubt to 
tin; iiiiii'.'iniis of the '"redcoats." Eden 
I'hUIputts in his novel, "The Farm ol 
the lugger," published last year 
makes an American prisoner of the 
war of 1812 speak of the British sol 
diers as "lobsters." A fanciful etyrnol 
osi^L niiscbt easily find :i connection be 
lwt't:i the present day slang use of 
"lobster" and the sixteenth centurj 
word "lob," denoting a sluggish anc 
stupid person, which occurs in Shake 
spear.c and contemporary plays ant 
pj>eins, usually as a synonym for "lub 
be.-." But the earliest known instance 
of tbe derisive use of the slang term is 
Hhe (••uiipliiiff of "lobsters and tatterde 
millions," meaning soldiers and va 
grants, by Tom Brown 
(107^-1704)

much quoted impromptu adaptation ol 
an epigram by Martial, directing ii 
against bis instructor and beglnnin 
"I do not like thee, Dr. Fell."—Phila- 
delphia Press.

The word ''lobster" as a slang term

One of the characters 
ineniions the En^l-sh soldiers derisive- 
ly as "lobsters," referring no doubt to 
th'j H!iif<ini:s of the ••redcoats." Eden 
i'hillpotts iu his novel, "The Farm of 
liio lugger," published last year 
ni.-ike» an American prisoner of the 
war of 1812 speak of the British sol 
diers as "lobsters." A fanciful etymol 
cgi.st miirht easily find a connection be 
tweiu the present day slang use ol 
"lobster" and the sixteenth centurj 
word "lob," denoting a sluggish am' 
stupid person, which occurs, in Shake 
sneare and contemporary' plays ani 
poems, usually as a synonym for "lub 
ber." But the earliest known instance 
of the derisive use of the slang term 
-the tvujdiug of "lobsters and t.ltterde 
nizilions." meaning soldiers and va 
grants, by Tom Brown (1073-1701) 
Brjwn is the satirist who made the 
much quoted impromptu adaptation of 
an epigram by Martial, directing ii 
against his instructor and beginning 
"I do uot like thee, Dr. Fell."—Phila- 
delphia Press.

The 
six cities that would be represented in 
this circuit are now all members and 
patrons of Klaw & Erlinger's circuit 
in Ohio. It may be that one or two 
of these representative cities will find 
it inconvenient to form a compact and 
if so, other cities of the size of these 
will necessarily have to be found.
